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TP HE RESULTS of the November elec- 

tions seem to have been interpreted by 
some political observers as reflecting public 
confusion, The reason for this is unexpected 
reversals in normally sure districts for both 
parties, and narrow squeaks for both 
parties in places where safe majorities were 
preaicted, 

Looking at the over-all results through 
eyes not politically trained, we see not con- 
fusion in the minds of voters but something 
entirely different. Because of the tight 
races, the reversals, and the obvious fact 
that many voters were moved more by the 
individual qualifications of the candidate 
than by his party affiliation, we see in the 
results a conservative demand for maintain- 
ing status quo in the national economy. 

Most voters seem to be scared of a return 
to the outright socialistic programs of the 
Truman and Roosevelt administrations and, 
at the same time, reluctant to abandon the 
current benefits of controlled inflation, cold 
war as opposed to hot war, tempered lib- 
eralism, and other neatly balanced policies 
on which both parties seem to be in basic 
agreement. 

If this conclusion is tenable, what can 
the home building industry expect of the 
new Congress? First, it should expect an- 
other drive to expand federal public hous- 
ing. And if this drive materializes, the in- 
dustry should expect it to make some 
modest gains. This in spite of the fact that 
the federal public housing program does 
not achieve what it is supposed to achieve, 
and is a far too expensive way to house the 
indigent to make it acceptable as an answer 
to a vexing problem. 


How will we house the poor? 


It will be remembered that the propo- 
nents of federal public housing were organ- 
ized, vocal and powerful when they 
launched their campaign following the war, 
It will be remembered that the opponents 
were unorganized, and had to fight a de- 
laying action while trying to muster their 
forces. There was no time to think of alter- 
native methods of housing the needy. 

So, the opposition, sure that they were 
defending the strongest bastion against 
socialization of the entire economy, found 
themselves accused of heartlessness, selfish- 
ness and reactionism. The fact that Congress 
held public housing activity to so low a 
figure as it did indicates that the American 
public was and is willing to listen to the 
arguments of the anti-socialists. 

But, if the battle breaks out again, the 
public rightly will expect the opponents of 
public housing to come up with another 
and better answer to housing the poor. 

We believe there is an answer. It is to 
place the responsibility for housing the 
indigent in the communities where the need 
exists. Raise money through local subscrip- 
tion, administrate it through a volunteer 
committee of responsible citizens charged 
with the dual role of housing the poor with 
a rotating fund, and addressing itself to the 
problem of improving the lot of the bene- 
ficiaries to the end that they can care for 
their own housing needs. 

They must be housed for humanitarian, 
economic and social reasons. How will it be 
done? Through wasteful, socialistic public 
housing, or through fulfilling the highest 
and brightest potential of democracy in 
local action?

About six out of LO of the build- 
ers surveyed plan to start more 
dwelling units in 1955 than in 1954, 
three expect to start the same num 
ber, and one out of 10 expects to 
start less. 

\ similar survey made in 1949 
showed an increase of about 25 per 
cent in starts, in spite of widespread 
pessimism in the industry and the 
economy in general, The year 1950 
subsequently set an all-time record. 

Official forecasts for 1954 were 
for a decrease in residential con- 
struction.

During the first 
four months of 1954, housing starts 
actually declined. But in June they 
began to pick up. Latest reports

Up to 1,500,000 Starts 


Con-ervatively, in comparison with 
other estimates, the joint Commerce- 
Labor report predicts housing starts 
this year will approximate 1,300,000, 
or 100,000 units above last year’s es- 
timated total. However, the 103,000 
starts estimated for November, shat- 
tering all records for the month, sent 
the seasonally adjusted annual rate 
zooming to 1,385,000 starts. With an 
upward revision of August starts to 
114,300, the 11]-month total for 1954 
was 1.122.800, all private work except 
17,800 

Last month, American Builder pre 
dicted 1,400,000 starts for the new 
year, with a possibility of 1,500,000

Strong Influences Present 


Easier credit terms provided by the 
1954 housing act, ready availability of 
mortgage money and continued strong 
demand for new homes are behind the 
general feeling that this year will set 
new records. Other important influ 
ences are widely distributed liquid 
assets in the hands of consumers; 
millions of veterans still eligible for 
VA-guaranteed loans; continually ris- 
ing birthrate; larger middle-income 
families; recent strong trend toward 
home ownership reflecting consumer 
preterences. 


FHA-VA Business Booming 


By the end of 1954, there were many 
other indicators assuring that a big 
housing year is in the making: 

In each of the first three months 
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after the housing was put into opera- 
tion, applications for FHA-insured 
loans set new highs for those par 
ticular months. In October, VA re 
ported 82,497 appraisal requests and 
57.849 home loan applications, both 
figures being more than double those 
registered for the same month in 1953. 
Current figures would be even higher. 
it is reported, but for the héavy back- 
log which has influenced numerous 
buyers to arrange non insured mort- 
gages. 


Plants on Overtime Basis

munities today. We predict they will 


become increasingly 


important in 
most parts of the United States within 
the next several years. The NAHB 
role in attacking this problem must 
be primarily that of marshalling and 
coordinating the efforts of local gov 
ernment and private industry. In some 
communities, this appears to be a 
problem created by the builder. This, 
of course, is not true. It is a by-prod 
uct of the simple fact that our popu- 
lation is growing by leaps and bounds. 

Our new 15-man committee has al- 
ready met and begun to identify the 
areas of responsibility and to contact 
those various segments of our com- 
munity life which have an interest in 
this problem. These include such 
groups as the planning officials and 
municipal law officials. In the January 
convention, we expect to have explora- 
tory clinics and discussion groups on 
this subject. In the following months, 
there will be a series of clinics 
throughout the nation designed to 
highlight the problem and begin the 
long. hard job of developing financing 
tools to meet population pressure 
needs 

The American Builder's recent 
phrase, “Building Beyond the Mains,’ 
is perhaps the most descriptive phrase 
we have yet seen. Scarcity of available 
land on the periphery of our cities is 
and will continue to be an increasing. 
ly difheult problem 


Housing for Minority Groups 


Political and social pressures for 
improving our housing supply avail- 
able to minorities have been building 
up steadily for the last few months 
and show every indication of continu- 
ing. We all know that the scarcity of 
sites and the lack of mortgage money 
are the two major hindrances to the 
realization of a well balanced housing 
supply. Searcity of building sites can 
be solved only through education of 
the community and scarcity of mort 
gage money will require similar edu- 
cation of lenders. Above and beyond 
this is the fact that we must have 
increased public understanding of the 
problem and need for its solution. 
NAHB President Hughes has already 
suggested that builders and lenders 
devote at least 10 per cent of their 
effort to minority housing in the year 
ahead. 


Labor 


The increased number of calls which 
the NAHB labor department had re- 
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ceived from open shop areas for ad- 


vice and counsel on labor matters 
within recent months is an indication 
that organized labor intends to ex- 
pand its sphere of influence in the 
residential construction field. Areas 
already organized certainly show few 
signs of either softer demands or any 
lessening of labor pressure for higher 
wages 


Sharpening Up Financing Tools 

Although the Housing Act of 1954 
was the most extensive rewriting of 
housing legislation in 20 years, a num- 
ber of modifications to the act appear 
essential 

Among them is the liberalizing of 
the conventional loan pattern which 
has already been proposed to the 
Home Loan Bank Board. Plans to per 
mit federal savings and loan associa- 
tions to make loans at 90 per cent of 
value and to increase their amortiza- 
tion terms to 30 years are now under 
consideration. Continued good supply 
of mortgage money which appears in 
the offing will tend to force conven 
tional loans into a more liberal pattern, 

There are a number of inequalities 
in the FHA provisions of the law, sev 
eral of which were over-cautious re 
sults of the recent investigation Limi 
tations on the use of the new sections 
220 and 221 for slum rehabilitation 
and urban renewal should be care 
fully reviewed by the Congress and 
the administrative agencies if these 
programs are to meet the need for 
which they were designed. The FHA 
appraisal and warranty requirement 
may also require some modification. 
The log-jam in the processing of FHA 
and VA applications will require both 
administrative streamlining and more 
adequate budgets. 


Rehabilitation, Urban Renewal 


There is a great need for general 
understanding in communities through- 
out the nation of the requirements of 
the HHFA urban renewal program 
and the methods by which an attack 
on urban blight may be launched. 
This is a great new program in which 
builders will have the very important 
task of actually undertaking to re- 
habilitate housing. No amount of talk 
or plans will accomplish this job. The 
unspectacular, unromantic business of 
tearing out and replacing rotten sills, 
modernizing kitchens and bathrooms, 
fixing roofs and painting up older 
structures must be carried on by those 
in the industry who are best qualified 
to do the job. 


Building Public Acceptance 


While the FHA investigation was 
going on, many in the industry feared 


that the great strides which had been 
made in the last few years in building 
public acceptance of FHA would be 
destroyed. In general, this has not 
proved true. The American public un 
derstands that only a small percentag: 
of the industry and, in fact, of the 
FHA was involved in any of the criti 
cism. The public realizes that onl 
Title I and the defunct rental housing 
program were under attack 

Public relations, like charity. be 
gins at home. The best public rela 
tions for an individual or for an in 
dustry is a job well done—in our 
case, the building of an honest prod 
uct 

The NAHB public relations pro 
gram in the coming months will be 
designed to point out to the prospe: 
tive consumer that today’s home is a 
good value: that the model which is 
being offered by local builders is bet 
ter designed, better equipped, and 
more attractive than anything so far 
made available. We will undertake to 
show more of the public how the 
typical family of modest means can 
afford to buy a home. With no sign 
of declining costs, many of those who 
had decided to “wait and see” are 
now coming into the market. The 
individual builder and the local asso 
ciation should do everything possible 
in their public relations endeavors to 
point out to the customer that a mem- 
ber of the association is reliable, is 
reputable, and can be dealt with in 
confidence

Combines Better Service, Extra Sales 


“What are you planning to build?” 

That key question, which will be 
heard more and more in retail lumber 
yards as dealer salesmen try to give 
their customers better service and at 
the same time make extra sales, is 
the title of a new 
sound slide film just 
produced by NRLDA, 

The new color film 
is designed primarily 
for sales training pur- 
poses and will be

“What are you planning to build?” 
is recommended as the important 
opening question to ask the customer 
who comes in and inquires about the 
price of 2 x 4s or plywood or some 
other material. The answer gives the 
salesman the information he needs to 
make sure the customer buys the right 
amount of the right materials for the 
job and also gives the salesman the 
facts he needs to be sure he sells all 
of the materials needed to complete 
the finished job 


Help Sell Right Material 


Until he knows just what the cus- 
tomer plans to do with the material, 
the salesman can’t be sure that he is 
selling the customer the right size or 
grade of material, or the right quan- 
tity, or that the material requested 
actually is suitable for the purpose the 
customer has in mind. 

The film also points out that the 





salesman who finds out exactly the 
sort of work the customer is con 
sidering may convert mere curiosity 
into a highly profitable sale. 

Aside from offering to help the 
customer plan his project. the sales 
man who knows what the customer is 
planning to build can quote attrac 
tive monthly payments which ma 
make a large job seem much more 
feasible to the customer 


Buyer Will Do More Building 


The new film also recognizes 
fact that. as soon as the public learns 
that a lumber yard will handle o 
arrange all of the details connected 
with a building problem. large o1 
small, home owners and other cus 
tomers will do more building. The 
inconvenience of having to work out 
details with a carpenter, mason 
painter, banker, and contractor, as 
well as a lumber yard, has discou: 
aged many a home improvement job 
in the past. 

Dealers who are looking for more 
business will find that a lot of it will 
come in when their salesmen start 
asking “What are you planning to 
build?” and then handle their sales 
skillfully from that point on.

HENRY FORD, it will be remem- 
hered, placed the American public 
on rubber tires of their own when 
he instituted mass production of the 
Model T and got its price below 
three hundred dollars. 


ALMOST ANYBODY could af- 
ford a new Model T, and millions 
proved it. But, with the rapid devel- 
opment of intercity and interstate 
hard roads, higher price cars began 
to sell by the hundreds of thousands, 
and improvements in them were so 
rapid that a brand new phenomenon 
in American business was developed 
the used car business. 


SOON THE PUBLIC began to 
demonstrate more interest in a large, 
fast, higher powered used automo- 
bile than in a new Model T. 


HENRY FORD was not caught

IT CAN BE ARGUED that the 
present unstimulated trend, if it is 
yet a trend, is because our economy 
if still on a controlled inflationary 
spiral, and that the trader of a rela- 
tively new house gets more dollars 
for his house after four to ten years 
than he paid for it new.

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Winners In American Builder's 4th 


Now in its 7th year, National Home Week's promo- 
tional quality and results reached new heights during 
the week of Sept. 19 through 26. More people came to 
see the houses on display, and more sales were made 
than ever before. 

Conceived by American Builder’s editor, Edward G. 
Gavin, National Home Week has become the perfect 
medium by which the diversified elements of building 
and selling a home can be combined into one gigantic, 
effective promotional and public relations effort. The 
Week's good right arm—-the Parade of Homes—has 
given added merchandising impetus to the promotion. 

On Nov. 7th American Builder's fourth annual Na 
tional Home Week Contest was judged. Entries came 
from every corner of the United States, and each indi- 
cated an increased awareness of and solution to the need 
for an effective, smooth running, and well organized 
home-merchandising program. The entries, themselves, 
were more tastefully and professionally presented than 
they have been previously. They presented a difficult but 
stimulating task for the judges to choose this year’s 
winners. 

As one of the judges put it, “It certainly was a won- 
derful experience to judge these entries because each 
communicated a genuine enthusiasm for the drama of 
house building and a profound interest in better living.” 


Who the judges were... 


Seven judges from varying fields of experience were 
asked to appraise the entries. They were: Dave Bareu- 
ther, real estate editor of the Associated Press, New 
York City; John Dickerman, executive director, Na- 
tional Association of Home Builders, Washington, D. C.; 
Gates Ferguson, advertising manager, Celotex Corpora- 
tion, Chicago; Eldon Fox, advertising manager, Min- 
neapolis-Honeywell Regulator Company, Minneapolis;

About the NAHB winners... 


The judges considered the National Association of 
Home Builders entries first, judged the entries as to 
number of members in each group. NAHB organizations 
having more than 250 members were placed in Group |. 
Organizations having from 101 to 249 members were 
judged as Group II and organizations having more than 
50 members but less than 100 were judged as Group IIL. 

Group I winner, Seattle Master Builders, entered 
100 houses in their combined NHW and Parade of 
Homes, furnished 55 of them with prices for the houses 
ranging from $7,900 to $50,000. The group gave awards 
for the “Best Homes for the Money,” for the “Home 
with the Best Furnishings,” and for the “Most Distin- 
guished House.” They also gave awards for the best 
kitchen, bathroom, living room, etc. They made use of 
an extensive advertising media program, sponsored a 
heauty contest to select “Miss National Home Week” 
and “Miss Parade of Homes.” 

The result was that Seattle had 400,000 visits to their 
homes on parade, and a 15-day sales figure reached 
nearly $8,000,000 with a total of 602 houses sold. Execu- 
tive secretary for the Seattle Master Builders is John C. 
Reuter. Builder Albert Balch was the chairman of the 
National Home Week and Parade of Homes for Seattle. 

Runners-up in Group I were the Home Builders As- 
sociation of Metropolitan Washington, and the 
Home Builders Association of Dallas. 

Washington, D. C.’s Festival of Homes drew 334,750 
visits, got extensive coverage from local newspapers. In 
1953, 172 houses were sold at a value of $3,018,000. In

duct. These blocks are spaced at 
regular intervals under the ducts 
and wired to them, They also sep 
arate the ducts from the barrier, 
permitting an unretarded flow. of 
concrete around the ducts, thus 
forming a continuous shell. This 
method, which is one of many, saved 
time and produced better results. 

In this new model currently on 
display, the builder has taken some 
of the features of his earlier models, 
refined the design and re-used them. 
\n example is the large glass wall 
and gable end in living and dining 
room. The sandwich-type roof of 
the former models has disappeared 
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The fireplace and its position at the intersection of the living-dining 
room helps make this area sparkle with interest. The opening is framed 
with a band of Bedford stone on top and sides, with random field stone 
used for the panel and the raised hearth. The surrounding walls are 
faced with vertical redwood 


and is now replaced with standard 
rafters and spacings. 

The basic plan of this house is a 
rectangle with the garage-playroom 
attached at the side. This makes an 
L-shaped house which lends itself 
well to exterior treatment and vary 
ig lot sizes, 

In the layout of the rooms, th 
house literally turns its back to the 


street, with the living portions to the 


rear and the quiet area to the front 
The entry is located at the inside 
corner of the ell. There is circula 


tion to all rooms from this point. 


This house also boasts two com 
plete baths, with one having direct 
access to the entry. The extension 
of the entry into the garage to form 
a planter visible from the street is 
one of the features of the design. 

In setting up the garage area as 
a combination laundry, play- and 
werkroom, the builder assumes that 
the car will occupy this space less 
than eight hours each day, Conse 
quently, the multiple use is justified. 
Details of construction that make 
possible this kind of use is shown by 
the large windows in the rear wall,

This year’s National Home Week show-stopper in 
the Knoxville, Tenn., Parade of Homes was a for 
ward looking “concrete bent” house. A complete 
departure from standardized materials and con- 
struction, it was not, however, an attempt at the un- 
usual, but a plan to achieve better architecture at 
lower cost for fireproof construction. This long has 
heen a dream of Millard R. Warren, vice president 
and general manager of Southern Cast Stone Co. of 
Knoxville, and one of the country’s leaders in con 
crete masonry techniques. 

Collaborating in the venture was Knoxville builder 
Martin L. Bartling, Jr.. head of NAHB's Construe- 
tion Committee, Beyond engineering problems, 
Bartling saw the need for a vastly different design 
approach and called upon Architect Bruce McCarty, 
also of Knoxville. 

Until now, most fireproof construction had been 
in the flat roof category. With the bent, and its spe- 
cial connections designed by Warren, the architect 
now has far greater design possibilities, 

Bent construction is not new. Thousands are 
using it in heavy construction. However, concrete 
bent application design is a forward step in the 
housing field.

CONTROL JOINTS 


in Concrete Masonry Walls 





Control joints are used in masonry walls to control cracking caused by 
unusual stresses. These joints are placed in such locations and in such a 
manner that the wall can move slightly without cracking. Control-joint 
spacing depends on wall length, local conditions and architectural 


details. Here’s how to build control joints in concrete masonry walls: 


1 When using stretcher block place a non-cor- 

roding Z-tie bar in every other horizontal 
joint. Bend the bor slightly so it extends across 
the vertical joint as shown. The tie bar should be 


about 2 in. shorter than the block is wide 


2 Apply mortar and strike off joints flush. Use 
half-length units in alternate courses to main 


tain a continvous joint and wall pattern 


3 Here's another way to form control joints 

when using stretcher block. Cut building 
paper or roofing felt in strips wide enough to 
curve into the end core and cover the mortar 
joint. After the paper and the adjacent block 
are in place, fill the core with mortar as shown 
in photo. The paper or felt prevents the mortar 
from bonding on one side of the joint, thus per 


mitting it to function 


4 You also can use offset jamb block to form 

control joints. Place a non-corroding Z-tie bar 
in every other horizontal joint but bend it more 
than when using stretcher block so that it spans 


the offset vertical joint 


5 Special control-joint block are available in 
full- and half-length units in some creas. 
Tongve-and-groove ends give the wall lateral 


support. Butter the joint in the normal way 


6 Control joints exposed to view or to the 

weather should be sealed with calking com- 
pound. After the mortar has become quite stiff 
prepare the joint for the compound by raking it 
out to a depth of %" with o %" calking tool 


7 Using the same calking tool, force knife- 


° grade calking compound into the raked-out 
joint. The control joint will have longer life if, 
before inserting the calking compound, you paint 
it with shellac, varnish or some other primer, The

ing oils in the calking compound.

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The New Tax Law Explained— 





Code now permits, or has made more 
advantageous, tax deductions for: 


1. Interest under an installment purchase contract 


The Federal Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954, which went into effect 
last August, is almost six months 
old. Taxpayers and their representa- 
tives still are studying its various 
carefully to 
proper interpretations and available 


provisions ascertain 
tax savings devices. Some changes 
in the Law already have been shown 
to be desirable. Undoubtedly. dur- 
ing the present session of the Con- 
gress, many amendments to the new 
Code will be considered. 

Generally all interest accrued ot 
paid during a taxable year is an al 
lowable deduction. The new Code 
expressly states this to be the case. 
(Section 163.) However, the former 
law and regulations did not recog 
nize a deduction for interest under 
an installment purchase contract 
which, as customarily was the prac- 
tice, provided for a carrying charge 
but did not separately itemize the 
interest. This now has been changed. 


Deduction figured at 6 per cent 
of average of unpaid balance 


The new Code, in Section 163. 
permits a deduction for interest 
where personal property is pur- 
chased on an installment contract 
basis and where the carrying charge 
is separately stated but the interest 
cannot be ascertained. This Section 
says that in that event the interest 
and the deduction shall be taken to 
be six per cent of the average un- 
paid balance under the contract dur 
ing the taxable year. The average 
unpaid balance is defined as the sum 
of the balances on the first day of 
each month during the taxable year, 
divided by 12. 

The former law and regulations 
did not permit any deduction by 
way of a reserve for estimated fu-

ture expenses except for deprecia- 
tion and for bad debts. Whether the 
taxpayer was on a cash or accrual 
basis he could not take such ex- 
penses into account unless, if, on the 
accrual basis, he had become liable 
to make them, or, if on a cash basis, 
he had paid them. The law has been 
changed to confer a benefit on tax- 
payers on an accrual basis. How- 
ever. no suc h benefit has been made 
available on a cash basis. 


Taxpayers must estimate future 
expenses with “reasonable 
accuracy” 


In this connection the new Code, 
in Section 462, provides that a tax- 
payer may take as a deduction a 
reasonably accurate estimate of fu- 
ture expenses attributable to the 
income of the trade or business dur- 
ing the taxable year. The Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue is em- 
powered to issue regulations on the 
subject and to regard the excessive- 
ness of any reserve as taxable in- 
come. The Statute, in requiring the 
taxpayer to estimate “with reason- 
able accuracy.” undoubtedly calls 
for an estimate in line with his pre- 
vious experience of expenditures. 

This new Section has a particu- 
larly advantageous application in 
the home bulding field. Assume. for 
example, that to maintain good will, 
or because of some warranty or 
service policy, a home builder nor- 
mally has spent $50 per house on 
minor adjustments or repairs after 
completion or sale, Under the for- 
mer law and regulations, no deduc- 
tion could be had until the taxpayer 


had spent money on adjustments or 
at least knew what repairs were 
necessary and had become liable for 
them. Under the new Code. an ac- 
crual basis taxpayer may claim a 
deduction in the amount normally 
spent on adjustments and repairs, in 
this example $50 per house, as soon 
as the sale is completed. 


Carryback for net operating loss 
extended to two years 


The net Gperating loss deduction 
features under the former law and 
regulations have been continued by 
Code. 
changes have been made which are 
helpful to taxpayers. Section 172 of 


the new However. some 


the new Code provides that a net 
operating loss for any taxable year 
ending after December 31. 1953, 
may be carried back over the two 
preceding years and may be carried 
forward over the next five vears. 
Previously, the carry back had been 
limited to one year. The loss, of 
course, must be carried to the earli- 
est of the seven taxable years which 
may be involved. 

Several important modifications 
have been made in the method of 
computing the amount of the loss. 
Again, these are beneficial to tax- 
payers. One of these changes in- 
volves the treatment to be accorded 
a loss sustained on the sale of a 
fixed asset. Previously, such a loss, 
except by a corporation, was not re- 
garded as “net operating loss” as re- 
quired by the statute. For example, 
an individual sustaining a loss in 
connection with the sale of an apart- 
ment building. which he held as an 
investment, was not thought to have 
suffered a “net operating loss.” The 
new Code makes it clear that all 
such losses are to be treated as with- 
in the category under discussion.

You may ask, what 
have these to do with adequate 
collateral? Simply this. A well 
planned, well constructed house is 
more readily salable and, in turn, 
a more desirable investment for the 
lender, Consequently, it will influ 
ence a better loan commitment. 
Reasonable market price is de- 
termined to a great extent by the 
“typical home purchaser.” He is 
a composite, hypothetical person 
who will react to a house in the same 
way that a large group of prospec- 
tive buyers would react. An exorbi- 
tant price tag will discourage him 
and, of course, require added effort 
and expense in order to complete 
a sale. 
Equity—-the builder's equity, rep- 
resented by his investment in the 
land, cash outlay or labor going 
into the construction of the house. 
The purchaser's equity is repre- 
sented by the down payment over 
and above the mortgage. Equity is 
the incentive to complete the build- 
ing, and, from the purchaser's view- 
point, to maintain the building and 
a prompt payment record to protect 


his investment. 


In so far as the contractor is con- 
cerned, the lender requires assur- 
ance that the builder can complete 
the construction of the house and 
that he has sufficient capital to pay 
all bills over and above the proc eeds 
of the construction loan. Ability to 
complete construction is usually de 
termined by past performance and 
recommendations of former custom- 
ers and sub-contractors. Capital is 
cash on hand and investment in land 
or equipment, 

When the completed building is 
offered for sale, it is advisable for 
the builder to “screen” his prospec 
tive purchasers to determine if they 
can qualify for the permanent pur- 
chase loan, To sell a building with 
out qualifying the purchaser under 
the three C’s may prove to be costly 
and time consuming and_ possible 
loss of better qualified purchasers.

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Mortgage Financing 


Capital is easy enough to deter- 
mine but capacity and character 
may be a little difficult for the 
builder to determine. A “rule of 
thumb” measure that may be help- 
ful in determining capacity is 
(maximum loan a purchaser can 
assume) two to two and a half times 
the annual gross income or loan 
payments not to exceed twenty to 
twenty-five per cent of gross income. 

I might add, that many times the 
prospective purchaser may not 
qualify for the maximum loan avail- 
able because of insufficient earning 
capacity. From the lender's view- 
point, the risk involved in making a 
mortgage loan is not in sustaining a 
loss in event of foreclosure but 
rather that the borrower may de- 
fault. The emphasis is on consider- 
ing the borrower as a first line of 
defense and the collateral security as 
the second line of defense. 


Character 


Evaluation of character is even 
more difficult. However, a rule of 
thumb measure would be a sharp 
lookout for type of questions which 
are asked concerning a community. 
Inquiries as to location of church 
or organization such as Kiwanis, 
Lions, P.T.A, and Seouts are poten- 
tial indications of sound character. 

If the down payment, the capacity 
to repay the loan and character are 
evident, it then passes to the lender 
to determine if the purchaser is an 
acceptable risk, So much for credit 


Reasonable return 


Interest rates below those estab- 
lished by state laws and financing 
charges are pretty much determined 
by the amount of risk involved. 
(Exeept FHA and VA loans which 
are determined by law.) The greater 
the risk the greater the interest rate 
and financing charges. Poor loca- 
tions, inadequate plans, cheap con- 
struction, and border-line credit 
risks cause higher rates and charges. 
So it is wise to plan ahead and con- 
sult with the lender before buying a 
site and choosing a plan. As previ- 
ously mentioned, the supply of 
money is also one of the most im- 
portant factors in influencing inter- 
est rates. 


Red tape is something we all shy 
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away from. No one likes to fill out 
forms and builders are no different 
from any one else. However, it is a 
necessity to guard against possible 
losses and to comply with legal re- 
quirements, The mechanics lien law 
requires the contractor to submit to 
the owner or lender a detailed con- 
tractor’s sworn statement of cost 
and full waivers of lien for all 
monies advanced. The builder who 
complains about undue delays in 
processing of a loan may have him- 
self to blame because of an incom- 
plete presentation. 


Conclusion 


For the home buyer, the pur- 
chase of a new house is about the 
most important investment he will 
make in his lifetime. He has a cer- 
tain amount of pride in his pur- 
chase, It is just natural to expect a 
degree of perfection in any new 
article, be it a house, car or just a 
pair of shoes. A new house is like 
a new car which requires a period 
of “breaking in” in order to locate 
the bugs and make the necessary 
adjustments so that it will give 
maximum performance, The failure 
to complete the minor items or make 
adjustments has a most damaging 
effect on the the new home pur- 
chaser, 

The subsequent complaints to the 
lender tend to destroy the lender's 
confidence in the builder, and re- 
peated complaints may force the 
lender to cease financing any of the 
builder’s houses. This is one of the 
major reasons lenders are cautious 
in their selection of builders they 
are willing to finance, A satisfied 
customer is your best advertisement 
and helps establish your reputation 
as a good builder. A period of diffi- 
cult times may be ahead, and only 
those builders who have gained a 
good reputation will survive to con- 
tinue their building operations, 

We have covered much ground in 
a short space. What would be inter- 
esting, is for a builder to discuss 
what he expects from a lender be- 
sides larger and longer term loans. 
This business of producing a house 
is a Co-operative venture—one per- 
son dependent on another. Without 
the builder, the lender could not 
survive,

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This question is certainly a major one and arises in 
every negotiation between builder and buyer. The answer 
to it lies in a careful and separate record kept by the 
builder of the financial structure of the job as it affects 
the buyer. This account with the buyer should be set up 
when the contract is signed and downpayment received. 
By means of it, the closing out of the sale with the buyer 
becomes routine procedure, involving a minimum of 
calculation for settlement at the time of delivery of the 
keys. 

The standard form shown here will do the job very 
well, but any similar arrangement can be used. It must 
cover all details relating to these factors: (1) sales price, 
(2) downpayment, (3) proceeds from the lending in- 
stitution, Note that on the form above, these factors are 
keyed A, B, and C, These key letters are necessary for 
making quick identification of each posting. For instance, 
the first posting shown here, $100 on September 16, 
keyed as “C,”” was a downpayment deposit by the buyer.

Don’t forget to include space for the buyer’s name, 
address and telephone number and fill in this informa- 
tion as soon as the account is opened. The account 
should be given the same number the job carries else- 
where on the builder's books. The column marked “Fol.” 
is a posting reference to the Cash Received journal. 

The credits to this account with the buyer originate 
in the builder's Cash Received journal (described in 
these pages last month). They consist of earnest money 
deposit and payments on balance of downpayment, pro- 
ceeds from the construction or mortgage loan and the

huyer’s share of loan expenses. As a general rule, this 
last item originates in the Cash Received journal as a 
deduction from the final mortgage proceeds. When the 
accumulation of these net credits in the buyer's account 
equals the sales price and the buyer’s share of the loan 
expenses, the account is ready for closing. Since the 
account will usually contain credit balances until closed 
out, a simple recording of the sale will balance the 
account, 


Keep escrow and holdback payments 
separate from buyer's account 


Important! Escrow and holdback payments should be 
kept separate from the buyer’s account to facilitate clos- 
ing of the job. For instance, the lender may owe $500 
more but is holding this back for some reason (perhaps 
waiting until the alley is paid). This item of $500 is 
entered in the buyer’s account but is simultaneously 
transferred to an account with the lending institution, 
called “Holdbacks.” 

In addition to this systematic recording of cash paid 
in on the job, the account with the buyer also involves a 
final closing statement prepared to show the buyer's 
share of the loan expenses. The lender sends the builder 
a statement of closing charges. The builder must now 
determine the amount due from the buyer as his share 
of the closing charges and furnish his own closing state 
ment in complete settlement of the transaction. A sample 
of such a statement is reproduced here. It should be 
simple, clear and well organized. If the account with the 
buyer has been properly kept, this final closing statement 
from builder to buyer will be easy to formulate.

In remodeling a portion of this 
Santa Monica, Calif., building into 
a grill, the corner fireplace was 
given a position of prominence in 
the main eating area. It was de 
signed to catch attention and to be a 
focal point around which the grill 
was developed. 

The fireplace is constructed of 
masonry and metal and is practically 
independent of the rest of the build- 
ing. The two sidewalls of the fire- 
plac e, up to the metal hood, are 
built up of brick 
against the inside face of the build- 
ing wall without bonding into the 
old. 

The 12 gauge black iron hood is 
framed at its bottom face with con- 
tinuous 2x2x'4-inch angles welded 


fire-resistant 


to form a triangle. These are bolted 
to clip angles which, in turn, are 
anchored to the masonry wall. 

The smoke stack, built of the 
same material, is secured to the top 
of the hood and extends through the 
roof line the required distance. The 
bottom portion of this stack is ex- 
posed in the grill just below the 
furred ceiling. The wood framing of 
the roof and the suspended ceiling 
are kept a minimum of six inches 
away from the face of the stack as it 
extends upward through the roof. A 
metal collar and flashing closes up 
this opening at the roof line 

The design of the metal smoke 
shelf and the metal fireplace back is 
positioned at right angles to the 
hood, allowing approximately eight 
inches for the opening to the flue. 
This arrangement makes for good 
combustion and prevents the possi- 
bility of a back draft.

An old product 
put to new use 
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Taking a standard flush door and 
using it as a sliding table is some- 
thing that is completely new. This 
was done in the house shown on the 
opposite page. 

In this case, two tables of equal 
size were built: one in the kitchen 
which is fixed, and the other of a 
sliding type in the dining room. An 
opening in the wall between the two 
rooms is made a trifle wider than 
the table so that it can slide easily. 
This opening is fitted with a counter 
balanced door which slides into a 
pocket above. 

The fixed table in the kitchen con- 
sists of a slab of one-inch thick ply- 
wood finished with a Formica top. 
On the edge of both sides of this 
table is inserted a brass track on 
which the roller operates. This 
roller is screwed to the underside of 
the door table. 

The top of the sliding door table 
is placed at normal height above the 
floor. The height of the fixed table 
in the kitchen conforms to the other 
with a built-up solid leg at the open 
end. 

A two-inch thick member, the 
width of the table, is placed against 
the end which is extended. The 
built-up leg, with casters screwed to 
the bottom face, is finished flush 
with the horizontal member. The 
end of the table is finished in the 
same material as the wall. When the 
table is retracted, the horizontal face 
and the leg fit into a slot in the wall 
flush with the wall paneling. 

A built-in seat, the full length of 
the table, is provided on the wall of 
both the kitchen and the dining 
room. The seat and back of the 
dining room unit are finished with 
upholstered leather, with the seat in 
the kitchen conforming to the finish 
of the table.

If the latter procedure is 
followed, apply the mastic about 44-inch thick. If mastic is placed over the 
entire slab, spread it %e inches thick. A notched trowel facilitates level 


START LAYING the screeds immediately after the 
mastic has been spread, Use dry 2x4s treated with an 
approved wood preservative. Do not treat them with 
creosote or other material which might bleed through 
the nail holes and stain the hardwood floor. FHA re 
quirements specily screeds from 18 to 30 inches long 
Where FHA is not involved, lengths up to 48 inches 
can be used. In either event, be sure to use random 
lengths rather than uniform lengths to permit stagger 
joints. Embed the screeds firmly into the 
mastic with the flat side down and placed at right 
angles to the proposed direction of the hardwood floor 
ing. Arrange them in a staggered pattern, with the 
rows spaced 12 inches on centers and with the end 
joints in each row overlapped at least four inches.

Until recently, the customary practice in laying hard- 
wood floors over concrete was to employ wood subfloor- 
ing as a nailing base. While this was excellent construc- 
tion, it was comparatively expensive. The subflooring 
then was nailed to = reeds whi h were embedded and 
anchored into the concrete by means of mechanical 
fasteners 

Now this has all been changed. A faster and more 
economical method has been developed which retains the 
inherent advantage of the other type 
comfortable floors. 


warm, dry and 


This new method eliminates the need for wood sub- 
floors. The finished floor is nailed directly into the wood 
screeds, which, in turn, are imbedded into asphaltic 
mastic spread in a generous layer over the concrete slab. 
The 2x4-inch screeds are arranged in a staggered pattern 
in lengths up to 43 inches and with rows spaced 12 
inches on center, This provides plenty of nailing surface 
for the finished flooring, 
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The fact that there has been an abundafice of construc- 
tion in recent years of homes built on concrete slabs laid 
directly over the ground, spotlights the importance of 
an effective floor finish. Hardwood provides a measure 
of insulating value to the floor construction, in addition 
to the moisture barrier under the slab. It also has a re- 
siliency that overcomes the uncomfortable, hardness of 
concrete. 

The accompanying photographs illustrate the step by 
step procedure, from the application of the hot masti 
to the sanding of the wood surface in preparatien for 
the finish. It will be noted that wide base plates under 
the wall studs are used to good advantage. This provides 
an excellent nailing surface for the flooring ends and 
adds to the rigidity of the installation. In general, the 
floor is laid in the customary manner. Care needs to be 
exvere ised, however. to make sure that each piece bears 
on at least two sereeds and to avoid close grouping of

How to apply corner bead the easy way 


Build this jig to help you put on 
corner bead. Take two pieces of 1x2 
each about | foot long. Cut one end

The overhanging eave of a roof made with corrugated 
metal bends easily out of shape, particularly when a 
ladder is placed against it. Make a wood fascia for the 
overhanging eave to make the corrugated roofing rigid 
and to give the eave line a more attractive appearance. 

Use the end of a piece of corrugated material for 
marking. Place the fascia board flat and stand the cor- 
rugated material upright upon it for marking. The cut 
may be slanted upward slightly to correspond with the 
roof slope. Nail the fascia board to the corrugated roof- 
ing from above with galvanized nails.

How to put in a soffit 


Before placing any fascia boards at the cornice, rout 
out the fascia to a depth of 44 or %4 of an inch, and at 
a desired height. If you do not have a router, saw kerfs 
will do just as well, Installing a soffit in this way will 
eliminate the need for moldings on the fascia side and 
will have a better finished appearance. You will be able 
to handle long lengths of plywood more easily even 
though you are working alone since the groove will prac- 
tically hold the soffit by itself. If your overhang is under 
one foot, lookouts will not be needed provided that *- 
inch plywood or better is used,

I have a foundation to build that 
has to be stepped down. It seems 
quite simple until | get to the step 
down, What happens to the footing 
(concrete) where the higher one 
ends and the lower one starts? Do

You must, of course, have a pier 
to support the upper footing, and it 
should rest on the footing directly 
beneath it. Make the pier as wide as 
the footings themselves. There are 
two methods that you can use to 
build the supporting pier. You can 
either build the pier of concrete 
blocks, or you can build it of rein- 
forced poured conerete, If you build 
it of blocks, you must fill the voids 
of the block with concrete for added

What happened to the sawdust block? 


Set eral years azo / read an 
article on the use of sawdust in the 
manufacture of building block. | am 
very much interested in finding out 
more about the produc t. | have been 
unable to find anything on the sub- 
ject since.

As far as we can determine, tests 
were made by the University of 
Minnesota and the University of 
New Hampshire about 25 years ago 
on this type of block. 

Apparently, the results of the test 
were rather negative because very 
little has been done about this type 
of block since then. Concerns that 


get a heavy accumulation of saw- 
dust were seeking a way whereby 
they might possibly use this ma- 
terial, and the sawdust block seemed 
to be the answer. 

Here are some of the con lusions: 

1. The wood fibre in the sawdust 
has a tendency to swell and it is 
also subject to freezing and thaw- 
ing. Consequently, a fixed size can- 
not be sustained, 

2. The sawdust as an aggregate 
was found to be very unstable. 

3. It was found to readily absorb 
all of the dirt from the air, and it 
was difficult to clean the block.

We would like to know where to 
join the carpet and linoleum in the 
doorway between the living room 
and kitchen and how to join carpet 
and harwood floor between hall and 
living room.

It would be 
absolutely necessary to install a flue 
liner in your existing chimney. If it 
is your idea to retain the present 
chimney, then it would be necessary 
to install a 6-inch flue 
liner dropping each section in from 
the top. After this is done, it is 
recommended that the chimney be 
thoroughly tuck pointed to com- 
pletely seal any open joints. Con- 
verting to gas without a flue liner 
in the chimney would cause the 
chimney to quickly deteriorate.

unquestionably will meet 


There have been various types of 
legislative enactments authorizing 
agencies and private enterprise to 
take steps to eradicate slums and 
conserve areas which are declining 
but which have not yet decayed. The 
Supreme Court of the State of Illi- 
nois has just approved the constitu 
tionality of certain forward looking 
legislation concerned with the prob- 
lem of preventing the growth of fu- 
ture slums. (See Zisook v Maryland 
Drexel Neighborhood Redevelop- 
ment Corporation, No, 33233.) 

The statute in question is known 
as The Neighborhood Redevelop- 
ment Corporation Law. The Law 
provides for the organization of 
corporations for business purposes 
and for profit just as other com- 
panies. They may operate in slum 
areas or in neighborhoods which 
are declining but which are not yet 
slums. In the City of Chicago the 
area of operations must not be less 
than two city blocks and not more 
than 160 acres, Elsewhere, the area 
must not be less than one city block 
and not more than 40 acres. 


Law confers broad powers to 
private corporations 

The Law requires a corporation 
to adopt a redevolpment plan for the 
geographic area in which it will op- 
erate and confers on the company 
broad powers to effectuate that plan. 
Thus, among other things, the cor- 
poration may replat streets, acquire 
and dispose of property, rehabili 
tate and demolish buildings and 
construct, rent and sell new proper- 
ties. The Act fives the company the 
right to acquire property by con- 


demnation after the owners of 60 
per cent of the area affected have 
consented to the corporation’s rede- 
velopment plan. Under the Law the 
activities of such corporations are 
subject to regulation by a commis- 
sion designated as The Neighbor- 
hood Redevelopment Commission. 

The particular case referred to 
was concerned with the application 
of the Law and the activities of a 
corporation in a deciining neighbor- 
hood rather than in a slum area. In 
sustaining the constitutionality of 
the Act under those circumstances 
the Illinois Supreme Court said: 


“It is also contended that the 
‘line of demarcation between a 
public and private use in the 
employment of eminent domain 
to eliminate slum areas ** 
must be the elimination rather 
than the prevention of slums.’ 
But we are aware of no consti- 
tutional principle which par- 
alyzes the power of government 
to deal with an evil until it has 
reached its maximum develop- 
ment, Nor is there force in the 
argument that if the use of eri 
nent domain in the prevention 
of slums is permitted ‘every 
piece cf property within the 
city or State can be condemned 
to prevent it from becoming a 
slum.’ Legitimate use of gov- 
ernmental power is not pro- 
hibited because of the possibil- 
ity that the power may be 
abused.” 


There have been, and will con- 
tinue to be, many approaches to the 
solution of the problems of slums 
and de lining neighborhoods by 
private enterprise. In this connec- 
tion the success of private enterprise 
is dependent on the availabilty and 
ease in obtaining adequate finan 
ing. The federal government has 
attempted to encourage proper 
financing by providing for the in- 
surance by FHA of mortgage loans 
in urban renewal areas under Sec- 
tions 220 and 221 of The Housing 
Act of 1954, The adequacy of these 
vehicles will be the subject of next 
month’s article in this column,

Shipped in compressed form, new-type insulation 
must be stretched on the job. Two workmen pulling 
on the ends expand the material to twice its com- 
pressed size, Insulation then is folded the long way 
and stretched again. This process is repeated until 
the insulation is approximately eight feet, three 
inches in length. Insulation is stapled flush at the top, 
\% inch back from panel edges and overhangs at the 
bottom, Staples are used only to hold insulation in 


position until panels can be nailed to sidewall

Helped develop

The new Uni-Bilt fireplace-chim- 
ney package, being introduced at 
the NAHB convention in Chicago 
this month, is a first-class example 
of builder-manufacturer cooperation 
in the development of a new build- 
ing product. 

The new fireplace-chimney pack- 
age is complete from hearth to chim- 
ney top. It can be assembled and in- 
stalled by semi-skilled labor in four 
to six man-hours. No masonry is 
needed, The product is the result of 
seven years of research, 

Ordinarily a manufacturer, con- 
vinced of the need for a new build- 
ing product, sets the wheels of re- 
search and development in motion, 
perfects the product, offers it to 
builders and hopes that he has bet 
right. In the case of Uni-Bilt, how- 
ever, the producer and his research 
and development staffs preferred to 
base their intermediate and final de- 
cisions on the judgment of a selected 
jury of builders—the people who 
would buy and use the product, 


American Builder cooperates in 
selection of jury 


In cooperation with American 
Builder, such a jury was chosen. Its 
members were invited to visit the 
research and development labora- 
tory at a time when a mock-up was 
ready for inspection and discussion. 
The jury of builders assembled on a 
morning more than a year ago. The 
members were asked to keep to 
themselves the information they 
were about to be given, since the 
company had already invested a 
large sum and hoped, if the product 
was right, to cash in before competi- 
tive concerns went into action with 
similar products. 

They were also asked to be very 
candid in their inspection and re- 
actions, At the end of the demon- 
stration and discussion, the manu- 


facturer was convinced that, with a 
few very minor modifications, he 
had a product that would have a 
market. 


Risk of product acceptance is 
minimized 


As a result, the product develop 
ment was carried to a conclusion, 
the necessary fire, safety and other 
tests were applied. The introduction 
of Uni-Bilt is made with the pro- 
ducer’s judgment that he has a sal- 
able product, plus the considered 
endorsement of a group of builders 
from several sections of the country. 
who build in varying architectural 
styles and price brackets. 

This kind of consultation in prod- 
uct development long has been ad- 
vocated by American Builder and, 
more recently, has been encouraged 
by NAHB. 

Vega Industries of Syracuse, N.Y.., 
developers and manufacturers of 
Uni-Bilt, first set their sights on a 
prefabricated fireplace unit in 1947. 
The first approach was condemned 
by builders and officers of the com 
pany because it “was an imitation 
masonry job and looked like it.” 

A fresh start was made, and in 
1952 Vega set up the Uni-Bilt divi- 
sion to develop the fireplace. The 
problem was to get a functional fire 
place and chimney unit that would 
blend with any style of architecture 
and furnishings. It had to be full 
size but fit both large and small 
rooms. It had to be inexpensive and 
simple to install, self-contained, 
packagable and not imitative. 

Finally, in 1953, American Build. 
er’s editors were called in to aid in 
assembling a jury of builders. The 
result is a product built to builders’ 
specifications. It will be the feature 
of Uni-Bilt’s exhibit in the Hotel 
Sherman at the 1955 NAHB conven- 


tion and exposition.
